DISCUSS THE SITUATION

Speeches Made by Officials of the
Amalgamated Association.

STRONG APPEALS FOR HARMONY

Purgess McCluckie Advocates the Study of
Folities.

ANOTEER MASS MEETING T0 BE HELD

Nearly 4,000 workwen, employed in the
various iron und steel mills in the vieinity,
gathered in the Fifth Avenue Opera House
ut Homestead yesterday morning to listen
to a discussion, the main principles of which
involved that old axiom, *“In union there is
strength.” The men began arriving as early
s: 9 o'clock, and one hour later, the time
set for the meeting, the honse was packed
from the platform to the door, leaving same
200 or 300 who had to content themselves
with standing room.

The meeting was called to order by First
Vice President Willism A, Oarney of the
Amalgamsated Association of Tron and Steel
Waorkers in this city, who officiated as chair-
man.  After s few preliminary remarks,
stating the object of the gathering, Mr.
Carney ealled upon the first speaker, Vice
President P. H. Avey, ot the Sixth dis-
triet, including Youngstown and the Ma-
honing Valley. It is common talk in and
sround Homestead that the loeal unions,
although possessed of an extraordinary
large membership, are and have been
for some time past divided in their opinions.
Tealizing that internal dissension in any
labor organization may work serious harm,
an attempt is now being made to adjust the
difficulty so that when the proper time ar-
rives the men will be on friendly terms and
better prepared for action, whetherit be
peace or war

Muost Sink All Personal Grievanoes,

The remarks of Mr. MeAvey, while
brief, were thorough and to the point. He
gdvised the men, if it was troe that they
had any persons! grievances with their fel-
Jow workmen or differed in their opinion
from other members in the association, to
settle the matter barmoniously and not in-
jure the union and themselves by internal
dissension. The speaker also said the time
was approaching when all of the men wonld
very probably be called upon to stand

shoulder 1o shoulder and to protect their
righte, and in this event more good eould be
neenmplished by making their ficht a com-

mon cause.

Mr. MecAvey concluded: *“In my district
I hove communiested with every one of the
0 manuiacturers who have establishments
there ot many different times and npon
various questions, but not one of them has
ever presented us with an ultimatum snd
threatened to render an amicable settlement
impossible by withdrawing from the con-
ference. Such a demand is nothing less
than tyraony and I congratulate you that
von have the cournge to rejectit. Tama
Tepublican; have voted that ticket all my
life, but if the manufacturers stiempt to
force their present demands, T will never
szain walk to brass in the Republican
raonks. "

ing their mills under the control of the asso-
clition, &= they are always able to obtain
fuir treatment and good work, He could
not nuderstand why the Carmegie interests,
which manufacture the same product ns
the IMlinois Steel Company, should he so
opposed to organized labor, when their com-
petitors are satistled,

Burgess MeCluckie Talks to the Men,

Next on the Hst was Johin MeCluckie, Bur-
pes= of Homestead. In the cours®of Lis ad-
dress be said:  “1 am a believer in eanse and
not in results, The present trouble is the
result of dirty legisiation, therefore more
good can be wcoomplished by politics]l re-
Torm than the reformation of labar, In elee-
tion times politicians from both parties eall
upon yon workmen and promise that If you
give them yYour votes they will see that you
are protected. Have any of those prnm?.m
ever been redeemed? How have you been
protected? If the men to whom you gave
your votes meant to do as they promised,
would vou be engaged in the present dif-

culty? Nao! And, Turthermore, yon will
never stand upon a solfd basis until yon en-
ter mto politics yourselves and know when
YOU CEsl_your vole what You are
doing. When thie sMcKinley tariff
bill  went into effect the highest

protected material in our mills at that time
wus the four-inch Dbillets. Upon these we
based oour seale, and when the mannfactur
ers refused to sien the scale, the result was
o strike. Conferences were held and con-
cessions offered, but the workmen wonld
not vield and finally our scale was signed.
Mt while we were fighting here what did
the manufacturers do? They quietly went
to Washington and had the four-inch bllle
upon which we msed our scale, red
from 174 cents to 11 cents. The millionaire
does not oare whicly party is in power, for
u:;derue\‘m}- circumstance he is ulways pro-
tneted.

“They don't want foreign competition
shut out. Why? Simply becsuse in ease of
s strike ut their mills or they are obliged to
close sown their mills for other reasons
they can import their steel and fron at
siizlitly Increased rates to supply and hold
their trade. The worki an has no such
alternative, and for the Ia ng man there
is no protection, for the sluice gates of
=eaport in this conntry are at ail times open
to the foreign clement wno can take the
pince of laboring men. Thres TS nZo you
voted tor protection and h tariff, and
what did you receive in retnrn? Nothi
but high fences, The only protection whi:g
they will afford you is from the winds of
winter."

WELCOMED A CORPSE.
William Schdde Shoots Himself Be-
fore Wife and Daughter,

WHO WAITED TO RECEIVE HIM.

A Well-Known Business Man and Promi-
nent in Eocietien

MELANCHOLY DRIVES HIM TO SUICIDE

Just as day was breaking and the world
was awakening to & beautitul Sunday morn-
ing William F. Schade, the Wood street
real estate and insurance sgent, unhappy
and misersble in mind and body, ended his
life with a bullet almost before the very
eyes of his loving wife and daughter. The
suicide was probably known to aslarges
cirele of friends and acquaintanoces as sny
man in the city and, though his immediate
family had nearly 24 hours before been ap-
prised that the deed would be done, the
shoek of his tragic death will be feltall

over the two cities.

For the past six months his business has
been unsatisfactory, bis health has been
poor and he has exhibited signs of mental
aberration, but his family were not appre-
hensive until within the past week, his ac-
tions having become decidedly erratic. On
Friday morning he dressed in his best suit
of clothes and departed for his office, bid-
ding his family an eflectionate goodby and
vainly striving to conceal the melancholy
he felt. He was seen at his office that day
but did not go home Friday night.

Notified His Friends He Would Die.

On Saturday morning Schade’s wite, his
brother-in-law, John N. Woche, who lives
on Lincoln avenue, near the Spencer street
bridge, in the Twenty-first ward, his father-
in-law, Gottlelb Wooche, of the Thirteenth
ward, his brother, Christian Sohade, of Law-
renceville, and Dr. H. Asthalter, ol 3620
Penn avenue, all received lotters from him,
written Friday evening, in which be inti-
mated sivongly that he intended to end his
life. To his wife he gave inTormation as to
property mnnd  private business arrange-
ments and instruoted her what she
should do in event of his sudden
death, To his brother, fMtherin-
Inw and brotherindaw he expressed
# desire to end all bhiz troubles, ana inti-
mated that the taking of his own life was
the only step left to him. To Dr. Asthalser,
liis intimate friend and family physician, he
snggested the same thought, and requested
the doctor to visit the family residence on
Finley street, Twenty-first ward, on Satur-
day evening, as his services would be great-
ly needed.

W atching for Her Husband's Return.

Xaturally the receipt of these letters cre-
ated consterpation smong the suicide's
friends. As he hand not come home Friday
night, a search was made for htm Baturday,
but he could not be found, and in the even-
ing Mrs. Schade and ber danghter fearing
her husband might go to the honse of John
Woche, on Lincoln avenue, went there to
wateh for him. Mr. Woche ana his
father went to the Schade house to
watch for him there. The mother and
danghter with Mrs. John Woche sat up il
night, watching, waiting and dreading.
About 4 o'clock yesterdsy morning they
heard a rustling among the leaves in the
vineyard on the hillside in rear of the
house, and looking from a rear window they
saw Schade siowly walking toward the
hoase and looking at them, Joyfully they
ran downstairs to open the door for him,
but just as the door swun? opert, and belore
they cought a sccond giimpse of him, a
pistol shot rang out on the morning air.

The thiree women ran out quickly and to
their horror found the suicide 1 on his
fice on the ground, a large revolver tigntly
clutebed in his hand and tne blood ﬁmnmg
trom & gaping hole in his right ear. & WAS
dead befors they reached him. The shot
had awankened several ol the neighbors who
came rushing out and & doctor was hastily
called, but it was too Ixte. The body was
carried into the house and the coroner and
undertaker notified, after whieh it was con-
veved to the family residence on Fiuley
sirest opposite Silver Lake grove.

He Loved the Bright Sanshine,

Sohade was one of the most prominent ®ee
thinkers of the city, which will account for
the socialistic tone of the following letter
wliich was found on his person, not dated nor
addressed, but evidently written within a
few dnays:

“1 aid not want to die but was comnelled
to as willions bave before me and 1 sup-
pose a great many will do after me. 1 like
che sunshine and the beautiful in nature,
but if the price for my being here
i that I wmust be = serl or slave,
thielf or mscal, or, If neither of ti
then to live on charity and be trea
acoordingly, then, I say nol ruther dead. 1f
in the sad condition Iam in I can't make an
bonorable living for my small family hon-
estly and retain my freedom wl:huuluklni
unfiir advan of my fellow men, then
will guit. As Jong as the present competi-
tive system rules, where it is one
for himsell and God help the Iast,
where the god of
supreme nnd crushes his millions eve
year, where flesh and blood is so cheap an
bread so dear, 8o long will cases like mine
happen. It isa naotural result—it ocan't be
heiped. 1t will be over with the re-
mark, ‘Another fool gone,” All right, it will
matter very little to me what name you use.
Bot think whether these so-called fonls
have not been compelled to do as they did."”

Changed His Clothing Belfors Sulelding.

The clothing found on the body showed
that Schade had returned to his own house
without the family knowing it after he left
on Friday morning. A search was made,
and in a stable in the rear of the house was
found his best clothing, which he had ¢x-

changed for his business snit and hung up
in the stablee In & small basket

HIS SKULL WAS PRACTURED.

Jam=s Sullivan Found ou the Bouthside
With Fatal Injuries—His Strange BStory
of a Fight st Six-Mile Eun Doubted by

James Bullivan, about 40 years old, is
lying at the Southside Hospital in s terribly
battered up condition, but just how he re-
eeived his injuries issomething of a mystery.
About 8 o'clock yesterday morning the ai-
tention of the officer who {s on duty atthe
corner of Carsonand South First streets was
calied to s man who was lying at the Pan-
bandie station unable to help
himself. The officer made an examination
of the man, and finding him to be badl
injured had him removed tothe hospl

officer endeavored to find out some-
thing nbout the man, but wasunable to learn

At the hospital an examination spowed
he mun & fractured skull, a broken
loft arm, and was otherwise burtaboutthe
body. The injured man was delirious and
thearefore unable to give uny account of him-
self, but on his person wns found a card
showing that his name was James Sallivan,
and that he was a member of the Amnlga-
mated Associntion. The patient was still
delirious yesterday, and in a rambling way
told about being in a speak-easy run by Mrs,
Shay at Six-Mile Run, and that e wasnat-
tacked by n gang of men In that place and
Deaten up. All the talk on the patient's

part was given in a rambling way, and when
rruuc lti‘:l- cniars he ?r'ouldymm ol
nto other subjecss.

Inspector Kelly, of ths Seuthside distriet,
made an investigation of the ease, and Is of
the opinion that the man recelved his inju-
ries by struck by a train while intoxi-
ecated. The case will be more fully investi-
gated to-day.

Wind, Rain and Lightning Do Great

NARROW ESCAPES FROM DEATH.

A Fouthside Building Birmck While Filled
With People.

THE EAST END SUFFERS HEAVILY

Pittsburg and vicinity were yesterday
afternoon visited hy a most ternfic siorm
of wind snd rain, and the two, combined
with the effects of lightning, did more dam-
age thao has been experienced here for
several years The rain came down in such
torrents during the afternoon that, to use
the hsckneyed expression, it seemed as if
the very flood-gates of heaven had been
opened. The peals of thunder, followed by
the flashes ot lightning, were not conducive
to the well-being of the nervous

Reports from the two cities show that
the deluge of water caused a great loss in
washing out vegetable and flower gardens,
this being especially the case in the East
End where some of the most .beautiful
flower beds were completely destroyed
Beds of roses were the greatest sufferers be-
tween the wind and rain, but many trees
were blown down while others were nearly
stripped of their branches. The lightning
also did its share of injury to property and
there were a number of narrow escapes of
perscns from death, The telephone and
telegraph wires suffered considerable dam-
age, and the police system was partly dam-
aged, especially in the hill districtsa Sev-
eral patrol boxes were undermined and the
wires disabled.

Lightning Flayed Among the Children.

While the lightning got in its work in
various parts of the eity by knocking a
number of trees into smithereens the most
serious individual damage was done in the
Thirty-first ward, and 1t ssems almost a
miracle that no llves were lost. Previous to
